Part 1 - Definitions
58-5a-101. Short title.
This chapter is known as the "Podiatric Physician Licensing Act."
58-5a-102. Definitions.

In addition to the definitions under Section 58-1-102, as used in this chapter
(D "Board" nmeans the Podiatric Physician Board created in Section 58-5a-201
(2) "Practice of podiatry" nmeans the diagnosis and treatnment of conditions
affecting the human foot and ankle and their manifestations of systemc
conditions by all appropriate and | awful nmeans, subject to the follow ng
provi si ons:
(a) surgi cal procedures nay be perforned upon all bones of the foot and
ankle, with the exception of the foll ow ng procedures:
(i) ankl e fusion;
(ii) massi ve ankl e reconstruction; and
(iii) reduction of trinmalleolar fractures of the ankle
(b) surgical treatnent of any condition of the ankle and governing and
rel ated structures of the foot and ankl e above the ankle shall be:
(i) performed in an anbul atory surgical facility, general acute
hospital, or a specialty hospital, as defined in Section 26-21-2;

and
(ii) subject to review by a quality care review body which includes
qualified licensed physicians and surgeons.
(3) (a) "Unl awful conduct” as defined in Section 58-1-501 includes the

foll owi ng conduct by a person not licensed under this chapter
(i) using the title or nane podiatric physician, podiatrist, foot
doctor, foot specialist, or DDP.M; or
(ii) i mplying or representing he is qualified to practice podiatry.

(b) "Unl awful conduct” as defined in Section 58-1-501 includes the
foll owi ng conduct by a person |licensed under this chapter
(i) adm ni stering general anesthesia; or

(ii) anputating the foot.
(4) "Unprof essional conduct” as defined in Section 58-1-501 and as may be further
defined by rule, includes:

(a) comunicating to a third party, without the consent of the patient,
informati on acquired in treating the patient that is necessary to enable
the podiatric physician to treat the patient except as necessary for
prof essi onal consultation regarding treatnment of a patient;

(b) all owi ng one's name or license as a podiatric physician to be used by
anot her person who is not |licensed to practice podiatry in this state;

(c) enploying, directly or indirectly, any unlicensed person to practice
podi atry;

(d) use of al cohol or drugs to the extent a |licensee's ability to safely
engage in the practice of podiatry is inpaired;

(e) unl awful Iy prescribing, selling, or giving away any prescription drug,
i ncluding controll ed substances, as defined in Section 58-37-2;

(f) gross inconpetency in the practice of podiatry;
willfully and intentionally making a fal se statenent or entry in
hospital records, nedical records, or reports;

(h) willfully making a false statement in reports or claimfornms to
government al agenci es or insurance conpanies with the intent to secure
payment not rightfully due; or
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(i) willfully using false or fraudul ent adverti sing.
Part 2 - Podiatric Physician Board

Podi atri c Physici an Board.

There is created the Podiatric Physician Board consisting of four podiatric

physi ci ans and one nenber of the general public.

The board shall be appointed and serve in accordance with Section 58-1-201

The duties and responsibilities of the board are in accordance with Sections

58- 1- 202 and 58-1-203.

In addition, the board shall designate one of its nenbers on a permanent or

rotating basis to:

(a) assist the division in reviewi ng conplaints concerning the unlawful or
unpr of essi onal conduct of a licensee; and

(b) advise the division in its investigation of these conplaints.

A board nenber who has, under Subsection (4), reviewed a conplaint or advised

inits investigation nmay be disqualified fromparticipating with the board

when the board serves as a presiding officer in an adjudicative proceeding

concerning the conplaint.

Part 3 - Licensing
License required - License classifications.
The division shall issue to persons qualified under this chapter a license in
the classification of podiatric physician
A person may not practice podiatry unless |icensed or exenpted fromlicensure

under this chapter

Qualifications to practice podiatry.

An applicant for licensure to practice podiatry shall

subnmit an application in a formas prescribed by the division;

pay a fee as determ ned by the departnment under Section 63-38-3.2;

be of good noral character

be a graduate of a college of podiatric nedicine accredited by the Council of
Podi atri ¢ Educati on;

have conpl eted one year of postgraduate training in a residency program
recogni zed by the board; and

pass exam nations required by rule.

Ternms of license - Expiration - Renewal .

The division shall issue all |icenses under this chapter in accordance with
the two-year renewal cycle established by rule. A renewal period for a
license may be extended or shortened by as nmuch as one year to nmintain
established renewal cycles or to change an established renewal cycle.

At the time of renewal the |icensee shall show satisfactory evidence of
renewal requirenents established by rule, including conpletion of continuing
education as required under this chapter

A license issued under this chapter expires on the expiration date shown on
the license unless renewed prior to that date by the |licensee in accordance
with Section 58-1-308.

Conti nui ng educati on.

The division may require each person holding a |license under this chapter to
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conplete in each two-year period not nmore than 40 hours of qualified

conti nui ng professional education in accordance with standards defined by rule
as a requirenment prior to |icense renewal under this chapter

In establishing continuing education requirenents under this section, the
di vision shall in collaboration with the board recogni ze the existing
educational nmethods, procedures, devices, and programs in use anong the
various podiatry specialty organizations.

The division shall give licensees credit toward continuing education
requi renents for participation in and conpletion of continuing education
prograns of:

(a) the American Podiatric Medical Association

(b) the Utah Podiatric Medical Association

(c) all colleges of podiatric nedicine accredited by the Council on
Educati on of the Anerican Podiatric Medical Association; and

(d) simlar prograns of other organizations that are approved by the
division in collaboration with the board.

If a renewal period is shortened or extended to effect a change of the

renewal cycle, the continuing education hours required for that renewal period

shall be increased or decreased accordingly, as a pro rata anount of the

requi renents of a two-year period.

Li cense by endorsenent.

The division may issue a |license by endorsenent to a person who holds a license to
practice podiatry fromanother state, jurisdiction, or territory of the United
States, if that person:

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neets the requirenents of Section 58-1-302; and

denmonstrates to the board that he has been a |icensed podiatric physician in
the jurisdiction issuing his license for at l|east two years inmediately prior
to applying for a license under this section.

Exenptions fromlicensure.

The foll owi ng persons nmay practice podiatry, subject to stated circunstances and
limtations, without being |icensed under this chapter

a podiatric physician serving in the arned forces of the United States, the
United States Public Health Service, the United States Departnent of Veterans

Affairs, or other federal agencies while engaged in activities regul ated under

this chapter as a part of his enploynment with that federal agency if the

i ndi vidual holds a valid license to practice podiatry issued by any other

state or jurisdiction recognized by the division;

a student engaged in activities that constitute the practice of podiatry while
intraining in a recognized school approved by the division to the extent the
activities are under the supervision of qualified faculty or staff and the
activities are a defined part of the training program

a person engaged in an internship, residency, preceptorship, postceptorship

fell owship, apprenticeship, or on-the-job training program approved by the

di vi si on while under the supervision of qualified persons;

a person residing in another state and |licensed to practice podiatry there,

who is called in for a consultation by a person |icensed in this state and

services provided are linmted to that consultation or who is invited by a
recogni zed school, association, society, or other body approved by the
division to conduct a lecture, clinic, or denonstration of the practice of
podi atry so long as that individual does not establish a place of business or
regul arly engage in the practice of podiatry in the state;

a person licensed under the laws of this state to practice or engage in any
ot her occupation or profession while engaged in the lawful, professional, and
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conpetent practice of that occupation or profession; and

persons who fit or sell corrective shoes, arch supports, or simlar devices,
to the extent their acts and practices involve only the fitting and selling of
t hese itens.

Part 4 - Denial of Licensure
Grounds for denial of |icense - Disciplinary proceedi ngs.

The division shall refuse to issue a |license to an applicant and shall refuse

to renew or shall revoke, suspend, or place on probation the license of a

i censee who:

(a) does not neet the qualifications for licensure or renewal of |icensure
under this chapter; or

(b) is guilty of a crinme which, when considered with the functions and
duties of a licensee under this chapter, denbnstrates a threat or
potential threat to the public health, safety, or welfare.

The division may refuse to issue a license to an applicant and shall refuse

to renew or shall revoke, suspend, or place on probation the license of a

i censee who:

(a) is guilty of unlawful conduct related to practice under this chapter or
unpr of essi onal conduct as defined in this chapter, Section 58-1-501, or
rul es made under either

(b) has obtai ned or attenpted to obtain a |icense under this title by fraud
or willful nmisrepresentation; or

(c) has had a license or certification to practice in any profession or
occupation subjected to disciplinary action which denonstrates a threat
or potential threat to the public health, safety, or welfare, when
considered with the activities regulated under this chapter

Part 5 - Penalties

Unl awf ul conduct - Penalties.

Any person who engages in unlawful conduct as defined in this chapter is guilty of a
third degree felony, except that a violation of Subsection 58-5a-102(3)(a) is a
cl ass A mi sdemeanor.
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
